While in Sacramento over the 
week end I got to talking football to 
one of the Sacramento students, and 
in his conversation he mentioned the 
Santa Ana-Sacramento state cham- 
pionship football game, and how 
sorry he was that the northern school 
should win. But after he began to 
get serious, he admitted that the 
story might have been different if 
the Sacramento team had came south, 
got off the train, and within an hour 
taken the field. 


UNOFFICIAL RECORD MADE 

Saturday night, while in Sacramen- 
to, we bought the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, and it was there that we dis- 
covered that Tom Donahue, Santa 
Ana miler, had placed third in the 
meet at Berkeley. 


Unofficially Donahue broke the 
school record in that race. Mossman 
of the Cal. varsity came in first in 
the four laps in 4 minutes 29 sec- 
onds. Minch of Compton was a few 
steps behind Mossman in the time of 
4 minutes 31 seconds, and Donahue 
was right on his heels, finishing in 
the time of 4 minutes 33 seconds. 

That time breaks the school record 
by one second, but unfortunately, to 
officially break a record the athlete 
has to win his event. Therefore Dona- 
hue’s record isn’t official and Bob 
Vawter still holds the school record 
at 4 minutes 34 7 -10 seconds.
